Mr. George comes here under the 
auspices of the Juvenile Court Asse- 
clation and will make an address. on 
the subject of the Junior HRepubiic, in 
Simpson Auditorium on Monday night, 
with the idea of enlisting the Interest 
of the people of Los Angeles in his 
plan for making good men and women 
out of boys and girls who may have 
shown eviderice of going in the wrong 
direction. 

In 1894 Mr. George from entirely phil- 
anthropic motives, as a private citl- 
ten of New York, secured+ possession 
of a lot of juvenile offenders and took 
them gut into the country and began 
to evolve bis ideal plan. 

He placed them in a tittle village of 
their ewn, established business houses. 
jails, courts, police department, city 
counct! and in fact every other detatl 
of a real city government. A year later 
the entire management and control 
was placed in the hands of the boys, 
and governed by the laws of New 
York, just as the real city gevern- 
ments are.

‘Germany is the least likely for two 
reasons: that country is least well sup- 
plied with funds to do it, and there 
if no apparent reason for such an un- 
friendly act directed against the United 
States. The money power of Ger- 
many would be wtterly insufficient to 
finance a long war for the protection 
of that empire itself. The relations 
between Germany and her near neigh- 
bors, France and England, are too 
acute to permit of financing a war for 
Japan when the possibility of need- 
ing the money at home is so apparent. 

France would be financially much 
better able to furnish Japan with the 
sinews of war. But why should the 
French government o the French peo- 
ple take such a step? They are rich 
beyond the condition generally of any 
other people. That is, they have al- 
ways money to spare, but they paid 
out enormous sums in helping their 
ally Russia to finance the war with 
Japan and have a long time to look 
ahead in the hope of getting it back. 
Then again, France is in close alli- 
with Russia and it would be dis- 
tinctly ongracious for the republic to 
ald the ambition of their ally'’s late 
vanquisher. 

Obviously, England. is the only re 
maining source and all the time the 
most Ifkely one. England might be 
able to raise the money by a very 
great effort and England is the ally 
of Japan. But the furnishing of money 
for such an undertaking would tax 
the resources of England to the very 
last degree. Then arises the ques- 
tion, What could be England's 
in taking such a step? Her 
fessed friendship to the United States 
is effusive in its nature. It d im- 
possible to see why England should 
be playing the hypocrite in the role 
she has assumed of peacemaker for 
the civilized world. There is no ap- 
parent purpose for which England 
should lend her aid in fomenting a 
war between us and Japan. There are 
a hundred reasons of the weightiest 
nature making for the opposite. 

The statesmen of England and of the 
other two nations mentioned here are 
too intelligent and too acute not to 
weigh carefully and well the meaning 
of a struggle between Japan and our 
country. It is true that there is not 
an American battleship in the Pacific 
at this moment. It is also true that 
the Japanese navy in individual units 
matches pretty closely our own. But 
the man is ignorant of American his- 
tory who thinks that a duel between 
the American navy and that of Japan 
would resemble that between the 
Japanese ships and those of Russia. 
There, never was a contest in which 
Americans manned and fought ships 
wherein the victory did not perch on 
the masthead where Old Glory was fiy- 
ing, no matter what flag the other 
ships flung to the breeze. The over- 
weening self-confidence and ambition 
of Japan is no match for the grim de- 
termination of the American people.
